The Claims Board took the following actions:

a. Claim of Patrcia Ariago

This claim seeks compensation for damages caused by a blockage of a sewer line.

The Claims Board approved the settlement of this matter in the amount of
$29,000 as set forth in the Claims Board memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.

b. Claim of Michael and Danette McPherson

This claim seeks compensation for damages caused by a blockage of a sewer line.

The Claims Board approved the settlement of this matter in the amount of
$32,700 as set forth in the Claims Board memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.

c. Ana Vernal v. County of Las Angeles
Compton Superior Cour Case No. TC 017 745

This lawsuit arises from an auto accident with a Sheriffs Departent patrol car.

The Claims Board approved the settlement of this matter in the amount of
$46,000 as set forth in the Claims Board memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.
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d. Gloria J. Price v. County of Los Angeles
Los Angeles Superior Cour Case No. BC 300 456

This medical negligence lawsuit arises from injuries sustained by a patient while
hospitalized at LAC+USC Medical Center.

The Claims Board recommended to the Board of Supervisors the settlement
of this matter in the amount of $127,500, plus assumption of the Medi-callien
not to exceed $86,640.37, as set forth in the Claims Board memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.

e. Eliodora Gomez de Perez. Adolfo Perez. Esvin Perez Gomez. Hilberth Artanan

Perez Gomez. Fender Adolfo Perez Gomez v. County of Los Angeles
Los Angeles Superior Court Case No. BC 308 268

This wrongful death lawsuit arises from the death of a patient while hospitalized
at the Harbor/UCLA Medical Center.

The Claims Board recommended to the Board of Supervisors the settlement
of this matter in the amount of $199,000 as set forth in the Claims Board
memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.

f. Oscar Nunez. individually. and as Guardian Ad Litem for Oscar Damian Nunez v.

County of Los Angeles
Los Angeles Superior Cour Case No. PC 033 247

This wrongful death lawsuit arises from the death of a patient following her
discharge from Olive View/UCLA Medical Center.

The Claims Board recommended to the Board of Supervisors the settlement
of this matter in the amount of $350,000 as set forth in the Claims Board
memorandum.

The vote of the Claims Board was unanimous with all members present.

The Claims Board approved the settlement of this matter to accept payment
in the amount of $62,098.85 as set forth in the Claims Board memorandum.
